Suffolk, Va., July 10..There was
to-day an explosion at the plant
of the Suffolk Clay Company,
whose engine mystifies employees and
officers. Two large steel rollers, which
are a pirt of the disintegrator, and
Which General Manager Jacobs says
will weigh nearly a ton each, were par¬
tially wrecked. The noise could be
heard considerable distance.
N. It. Withers, the company's sec¬

retary does not know why the wreck
liuppeneü, but lie lias suggested that

A Gratifying Increase in the As¬

sessment of Property.
Work nf Ascertaining Taxable Value!Com¬

pleted The < o big Chapter In Sewer
Improvements Attempted Arson -Call¬
ed EUewltere.Street l'aving«

Hampton, Va., July 10..The work Of
ascertaining the taxable values in
realty in Hampton and Elizabeth coun¬
ty has been completed by assessors
Tennis and Jones and their excellent
report shows an Increase or $S45,616.21
over that of IS'.iO. The assessors were
very careful In placing the value on
property und it Is generally believed
that this will prove the most satisfac¬
tory assessment ever made in the
county.
The report shows that there are

28.963 2-10 acres in tracts of land, which
have a taxable value of $599,784.05. On
these lands are buildings approximat¬
ing $27,178.211.
On lots located in Hampton, Phoebus

and the county there are buildings
which have a taxable value of $1,127,-
:iu. while the value of these lots ap¬
proximate S1.2S2.462, making a total of
S3.236.7SS.31 worth or taxable realty in
Hampton and the county.
in 1900 the assessment showed that

at that time there was $2,291,122.10
worth of taxable realty in the county,
and thus it will be seen tiiat the in¬
crease tills year amounts to $845,616.21
more than that of the previous year.

CROP CONDITIONS.

A GENERAL IMPROVEMENT IN"
COTTON IS REPORTED FROM

THE COTTON BELT.
(By Telegraph to Virglhtnn-Pllot.)
Washington, July 10..The Weather

Btireau's weekly summary of crop con¬
ditions says:
The week has been generally very

favorable for giving cotton much need¬
ed cultivation, and an Improvement In
the condition of this crop is reported
from tho greater part of the cotton
belt, being most decided In the East-
ern portions. Too rapid growth Is,however, reported from the central
districts, nnd some low-land Heids

' have been abandoned In Tonn« .-.see and
Louisiana. In Texas the crop has
made rapid growth, exc ept in the west¬
ern portion, where rain is needed, ami
is generally well cultivated, except in
some parts of Eastern Texas.
The general condition of the tobacco

crop is favorable, hut rains would bo
beneficial in Maryland and portions of
Virginia. An Improvement is reported
from Kentucky, where tin? crop has

surf«-red from excessive rains in pre¬
vious week.
